HE WAS THE REFORM MAYOR 


OF NEW YORK. 


DEATH CAME UNEXPECTEDL 


WHILE VERY SICK FEW KNEW 


OF HIS CONDITION. 


DEFEATED TAMMANY IN 1895 


MADE A DEEP IMPRESSION AS 


MAYOR OF NEW YORK. 


New York, Nov. 2.—William L 


Strong, the last mayor of 'the old 
city of New York, died suddenly at 
3 o'clock this morning at his resi- 
dence in this city. 


.The illness of Mr. Strong had Ween 


kept from his political friends. 
It 


was known, among -his1 business as- 
sociates in the wholesale dry goods 
district, but no one suspected that 
lis condition was alarming.

trong had not been, at his place 'of 


business for several days. 


•Mr. 'Strong .took an active part in 


th'e present campaign and it is said 
that his political labors, combined 
with his 'attempts to retain supervi- 
ion over his 'business affairs, in the 
ace of impaired "health, brought 
about the illness that resulted in Ms 
death. 


Mr. Strong had been in poor health 
or 'about six weeks. He ate supper

ime. About 11 'o'clock he retired to 
iis bed room, assisted by two nurses, 
flro -had been in attendance from the 
tegJnnlng of his illness.

amendment to the constitution of 
sairl state be, and the same is now 
agreed to, and referred to -the general 
assembly, of said state, to 'be chosen 
at. the next general-election: 


"Amend section two of article sev- 


en of said constitution, to read as fol- 
lows: 


''Section 2. The- supreme cour.t 


shall consist of not less than five 1101 
more thai? eleven-judges, a majority 
of .whom shall form a quorum, arid 
they shall hold their offices for six 
years i;f they so long ;behave well 
Any vacancy caused by death or res- 
ignation shall be filled by trhe gover- 
nor, as is now provided by the consti- 
tution,' but any increase in the num- 
ber of judges shall n-ot be filled by 
appointment, but election at the next 
general election,, after any increase is 
ordered." 
."A joint, resolution to.amend sec- 
tion twenty-one (2.1). of article se.ven 
(7). of the constitution of the state 
of Indiaiva, approved March 8, 1897 


Section 1. 
Be it resolved 'by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diau'ti, .that the following proposet 
amendment to the const! tutioh, oj 
said state be and the same is now 
•agreed to and referred to -the general 
assembly o£ snid state to be chosen 
at the next general election: 


Section 21. 
The general assembly 


shall by law prescrrbe what qualifi- 
cations ell-all "be iieuessary for admis- 
sion -to practice law in'all courts of 
justice. 


It is of the utmost importance to 


litigants in the state of Indiana that 
it be placed within the power of the 
people of the state to increase the 
number of 
our 
supreme 
judges 


Since '.Ibis adoption of our f ormer_ con- 
stitution 1'ii 1852 the'"'state has so 
increased in population, "wealth and 
commercial interests that our pres- 
ent supreme court has not nn ade 
quate force to transact the immense 
bulk' of business which is almost 
monthly placed -upon its records. 
The result has been 
disastrous to 


business interests, has delayed- set- 
tlement, of ; questions, affecting our 
largev-1coii'ccriis and' caused, in .many 
instances, irreparable loss to those 
seeking a final adjustment of their 
rights. 
This condition of affairs is 


so manifest that it is only necessary 
to call the attention of the intelli- 
gent voters to the necessity of an in- 
crease in our supremo 'judges and 
and the propriety of voting for the 
adoption, of this amendment. 


As to the adoption of the amend- 
ent to the constitution regulating 


the admission of members to the bar, 
everyone will feel that to empower 
the legislature to pass laws regulat- 
ing the admission of persons well 
qualified intelligently and morally 
to practice before the bar'will secure 
not only protection to litigants, but 
increase the reputation and stand- 
ing of members 
of the profession 


tJn-oughout the 
state. 
Under the 


constitution ns it stands any quali- 
fied, voter of good moral character 
is entitled to admission, even though 
he has never studied the elementary 
principles of the lav? and does not 
intend to follow the profession. Tht 
result of this has been so apparent 
in - the many disasters which have 
occurred to litigants, who have in- 
trusted their litigation 
to lawyers 


not qualified to practice, that it has 
not only brought reproach upon the 
judiciary of the state, but has sub- 
jected the state itself to much ridi- 
cule.

rink nil the time, and as a lusty drum 
corps broke in upon the speech nt 
this point Mr. Hanim stopped until 
it had gone by. "I believe that pa- 
rade won't stop until morning," he 
remarked.

Hanna said:

In its general character November 


weather forms a means 'between -the 
heat of late summer 'and oarly fall 
and 
tlie cold of winter; and

marked contrast to the severe storms 
of 'August, September and October 
the we?,thsr in the .tropical -and sub- 
tropical regions 
of the Atlantic 


icean is usually settled 'and fine. In 
the Pacific ocean and on the south- 
eastern coasts of 'Asia the -typu'oon 
season is Hearing its end. 
In the 


middle latitudes of tlie oceans the 
winds 
.TiecoTne stronger 'and 
blow 


more steadily from the northwest, 
sldfling- to' west; southwest, and 
south as a given parallel is followed 
from 'their western -to 'their eastern 
shores. 


The storms encountered in -the mid- 


dle latitudes are not -as strong- as the 
tropical ibred storms of the preceding 
months nor the storms which occur 
during the winter season. 


The southward flow of arctic Ice 


in 'the Atlantic has ceased, and but 
little fog as encountered in .the trans- 
Atlantic steamship routes near New 
Foundland. 


In the United States the Pacific 


coast wet season begins in October 
and the Tnrnfall increases until De- 
cember.
